Would Raise Tax

Rate by 3

Cents

Under study today by members of the City Council is a pro-
posed city budget of $1,018978 for the fiscal year 1952:53 ‘which
was submitted Tuesday night by City Manager George Stevens.

If the councilmen accept the budget as presented, the city’s
tax rate will be hiked from the present $1.12 to $1.15 on each

$100 of assessed valuation,

‘“In conformance with establish-
ed policy, this is a balanced
budget,” City Manager Stevens
told the Council when he pre.
sented it. He explained that all
operating expenses will be cover.
ed from the current income for
the. year.

Raised in the proposed budget
was the tax rate for the general
fund from $0.96 per §$100 to
$0.985 and the library fund from
$004 to $0.045. The retirement
fund tax would remain at $0,12.

Hearings Set

Public hearings on the budget
were set by Mayor Schwab on
July 8 and July 22,

Greatest increases were given
to the police, fire and building
department, Under the proposed
budget the police department
would receive $109,836 as com-
pared to $166,900 last year, The
fire department would be raised
from $154,114 to §$182,108, '

“To maintain the necessary
services to the citizens of the
community during the current
period of rapid growth, it has
been necessary to Increase the
number of persgnnel employed
by the city,” Stevens said,
